Coroners Jury at Work This Afternoon in 
Effort to Pass Verdict on Death 
To Gruesome Victims 


Death rendered a gruesome verdict in the fate of 
Jake W arner, 14, and Hobson Bassinger, 15, local lads 
who were found retting masses of flesh and hone early 
this morning when their bod*»s were removed from under 
1480 pounds of cotton in the storage house of Pontotoc 
Custom gin near the Frisco depot. 
In connection with the discovery of the decomposed 
bodies this m orning, a corners jury under the guidance 
of Justice H. J. Brown was preparing to deliberate over 
the death at 2 o ’clock this afternoon in the justice’s of­ 
fice. 
Charley Lx>ng, E. H. Gregory, W . K. Chaney, F. J. 
Jones, Jack Brice and A. M. Creech will review the facts 
in the gruesom e d eath of the two beys. 
W hile the general opinion exists that the boys met 
death w hen the suction pipe at the gin poured a load of 
cotton into stall 13 of the storage house at 12 o’clock 
Saturday, an air cf m ystery could not be dispelled before 
the official jurors w aged reports of the particulars of 
the death.

The outstanding facts that none of the em ployes of 
the gin saw the feovs in the vicinity Satur^dy morning

Today marks tho sixth anniversary of the beginning of 
the end of the final chapter in the \\ ovid war. 
It was on 
September HO that Bulgaria threw up the sponge and asked 
for terms of peace, the first of the four Central Powers 
take such a step. 
Turkey followed and then Austria gave 
up the fight and Germany was left to carry on the contect 
alone, a job that was together too big with fresh contingents 
o f Americans arriving every hour. 
Prior to the breaking out 
of the war Bulgaria had played in very hard luck. 
King Ferdinand 
had 
joined 
Serbia. 
Montenegro and 
Greece in an attack designed 
to 
drive 
the 
Turks 
Europe. 
They would have succeeded had it not been for 
interference of the Great Powers which jverc not disposed j 
to see Constantinople in the l ands of any one of the Balkan 
nations. 
As it was Turkey was forced to gite up just about 
all of the rest of her European territory. 
Then came a quarrel among tho victors over the spoils 
of battle. 
Bulgaria had borne the brunt of the hard fighting 
and when her three late allies attacked her and Rumania 
began moving armies towards the Bulgarian frontier 
Ferdinand was forced to accede to any terms he could get 
with the result that a port on tho Aegean sea was all of the 
Turkish spoils allowed Bulgaria and this was more than 
offset by a strip of territory on the other frontier seized by 
Rumania. 
Naturally King Ferdinand was still smarting under these 
high handed acts when the \\ orld war bloke out some month.'* 
later. 
He was now in a position to play a big hand. 
He 
was courted by both the allies and by Germany and Austria. 
He dickered with both sides and finally decided tnat his best 
chance was t » play in with ri^e Central Powers. 
He declared 
the allies and revenged himself on Serbia by 
across the border that with the horde of Austrians 
from the north wiped the little nation off the map for the 
time being. 
Turkey, late enemy et Bulgaria, also joined the Central 
Powers shortly after the outbreak of the war and the allies 
had plenty to do in that part of the continent. 
It was not 
until 1918 that they finally threw into the field a force strong! 
enough to bring Bulgaria and I urkey to their knees. 
The result was the flight of King Ferdinand from his: 
throne. 
For six years ho has dwelt in Germany and is a 
back number in every sense .*f the w ord. 
He was a man of j 
great ambitions. 
Until he entered upon a military career ho 
had ruled his adopted country well and it had prospered, but 
he longed for larger boundaries and to play a large nail in 
European affairs. 
He reached out after the unobtainable and 
Raid for his mistake with his throne while his people will be 
many veals in recovering from the damage wrought by the 
experiment in arms. ------ o----------------- -— 
AMERICA’S GERMAN FRIEND. 
Recently writers have revived interest in a career of the 
Revolution not very well known to the average American. 
La Fayette appealed to the imagination of Americans more, 
strongly than any one of a galaxy of foreign soldiers who 
came to America in her darkest dgys and offered their ser­ 
vice to this distressed country. 
Among these foreign helpers 
were Pulaski. De Kalb and von Steuben. 
The last named was a German officer of high rank who 
arrived during the terrible winter at V alley Forge. 
F rom , 
the first Washington had been badly hampered by the scarc- 
tv of trained and competent officers. 
His men did not lack 
in personal bravery, but lack of organization made them easy 
prey to the well trained British regulars. 
Hence, Washington 
had met one disaster after another and the future was far 
from promising. 
His men were losing confidence in them­ 
selves and that gone every thing was lost. 
Von Steuben quickly analyzed the situation and W ash­ 
ington appointed him inspector general. 
He began with the 
officers and drilled them thoroughly. Then he reorganized the 
troops and day in and day oil1 he drilled the troops so persis­ 
tently that when they appealed in the field again they were 
a different set of soldiers.

Von Steuben’s position was not one that was calculated 
to bring him into the glare of the limelight, but his work 
w as,vital to the success of the American cause.

charitable eye on anything German, but we should bear in 
mind that there were some German officers who did faithful 
work for the Americans in their hour of need and that Steu­ 
ben was one of these.

Tfi*' latest warning comes from 
the recently constituted Fine Arts 
commission, 
which 
argues 
against 
the erection of a new bridge over 
tin* Thames opposite St. Paul’s on 
the ground that the great cathedral 
already is threatened by'heavy mo­ 
tor traffic, which is constantly in­ 
creasing. and that any further shak­ 
ing may lead to a catastrophe. 
The defenders of the cathedral 
argue two ways. 
Either 
the new 
bridge would carry little traffic and 
so would be unnecessary, 
or 
it 
would carry a great deal in which 
case the constant vibration would 
endanger Wren’s masterpiece, every­ 
where recognized as one of the fin­ 
est buildings in the world. 
Fears for the safety of St. Paul’s 
first were entertained when the sub­ 
ways were run through the earth in 
dost 
proximity to the foundations. 
The vibration was recognized as a 
1 menace. This menace

King recently piloted a resolution 
through the St.

The 
same is true for the Quapaw Indian 
lands in Ottawa county, near Miami, 
upon which are located the richest 
zinc and lead mines in the United 
States. 
Opponents of taxing the produc­ 
tion from Indian lands declare be­ 
ing tax free makes possible higher 
bids for the oil leases and a greater 
return to the tribesmen, but King 
said bids for oil leases are govern­ 
ed only by the expectancy of oil, 
oil speculators ganging their bids 
by

held that lessees of Indian lands, 
under the interior department su­ 
pervision, 
cannot 
be 
taxed 
upon 
their production, nor can their in­ 
comes from each leases be taxed, 
the assistant attorney general said. 
The individual Indian incomes al­ 
so are not taxable. King adcjed.
